Welcome to the first issue of HorrorHound Magazine! The new home for all things Horror Movie relat- 
ed. Inside this 64 page full-color premiere issue we set the standard for the future of HorrorHound. This 
issue features theatrical news from the biggest movie of the Holiday season - King Kong - as well as a 
look at Hostel, Saw II, Final Destination 3 and the new Showtime movie series Masters of Horror. The 
sheer fact that a program can be developed compiling the best horror has to offer - writers, directors, 
actors - is the reason that we now celebrate the horror genre. We will also be covering action figures, 
model kits, masks, comic books, clothing and props which are being produced at an all-time high. 

Stars of the 70s and ‘80s fright flicks such as Freddy Krueger, Jason Voorhees, Leatherface and 
Pinhead are viewed with the same excitement as the legendary Dracuia, Wolf Man and the Creature 
from the Black Lagoon. In the past 1 0 years the teen slasher has helped usher a new era for the horror 
film. As much as they are balked at, in retrospect they did their job keeping horror alive. The teen-fad 
made studios money, and opened the doors for sequels, remakes and copy-cat features. Knowing hor- 
ror can bring in a buck, studios backed such films as the Texas Chainsaw Massacre remake, Jeepers 
Creepers, Freddy vs Jason and House of 1000 Corpses. Recently around the world, foreign markets 
offered us such horror greats as The Ring, High Tension, Night Watch, Audition and Shaun of the Dead 
showing that the resurgence is not just limited to America. 

At the same time Neve Campbell and Sarah Michelle Cellar were bringing teens into the theater 
McFarlane Toys brought the before-mentioned horror stars to toy shelves for the first time as ultra-detail 
action figures. Soon enough the Movie Maniacs toy line saw Ash (Army of Darkness) enter the frey 
(thanks to fan demand). Around this time DVD brought Evil Dead into wide-availability. Oil was struck. 
Since the first 7" Ash action figure, McFarlane Toys has released four similarly scaled figures as well as 
an 18" figure. Sideshow released three versions of Ash and Activision acquired the video game rights. 
Statues and busts from Diamond and Dynamic Forces have been made available as well as a small 
scale figure line from Palisades. Anchor Bay have released countless number of DVDs since the format 
was unleashed, including two sperate prop-replicas of the book of the dead itself - Necronomicon. 
Dynamite Ent. most recently released a unheard-of amount of comic books based on the franchise. 
Ash's appeal (with the fact that the world erupted when he was picked to face off against Freddy and 
Jason in a FVJ sequel - only to be silenced by a swift "no-way" from Sam Raimi) is maybe the biggest 
accomplishment to the genre in recent years. No single human likeness from a horror film has been as 
highly merchandised as Bruce Campbell. 

Speaking of Sam Raimi - the man who created the monster that is Evil Dead - he is now one of the 
biggest directors in Hollywood today thanks to his commercial success from the Spider-Man films. This 
topped with the amazing hits that were the Lord of the Rings films (helmed by GoreHound himself - Peter 
Jackson) has shown the big wigs in their high towers how a lowly horror director has the ability to enter- 
tain the world - if only the masses paid attention. In recent years some of the biggest actors in the biz 
have taken roles in horror films. Halle Berry, Robert DeNiro, Hillary Swank and Adrien Brody (all Oscar 
winners) have taken stamng positions in scare flicks. Sure, some of them will quickly denounce them as 
'Thrillers' but we know the truth. Horror movies rule, and in each issue of HorrorHound we will rant our 
way through the toys, the comics, the costumes, the people behind-the-scenes and most importantly - 
the films. Our focus is not only on big-budget hit-horror films, but also obscure cult-classics. No movie 
is too good or too bad to be featured in the magazine. We realize that somebody took the time to make 
these films, whether you like them or not, and our aim is not to poke-fun at somebody's attempts, but to 
help encourage their efforts. As fans ourselves we are total obsessive-compulsive horror nuts. This mag- 
azine is a labor of love for all things horror movie and dedicated to fans like us.

The original Kong movies aren't the only 
DVD releases for the holiday season. The 
original King Kong: The Animated Series will 
be available in two volumes. Don't remem- 
ber the Kong series? In 1966 the 
Rankin/Bass animated program featured 
Kong and his young pal Bobby Bond. There 
were a few merchandise notes from this 
series as Milton Bradley produced a board 
game and Marx released a puppet of the ape 
and boy. Most items released featured Kong 
in blue fur (opposed to what the artwork for 
the show features above).

Although he may not be making cut-tiiroat blood and gut horror films anymore, Peter Jackson 
still produces some of the best movies in Hollywood today. After years of work on the Lord of the 
Rings trilogy. Peter Jackson quickly jumped at his chance to bring one of his favorite film monsters 
back to theaters - King Kong. Admittedly wanting to remake the film classic for years now (he 
planned on filming Kong after he wrapped on The Frighteners, but the rights were held-up leading 
Jackson to pursue other interests at the time), Peter Jackson’s success with the Rings easily afford- 
ed him the opportunity to pick his own projects. With Kong Jackson went back to the 1933 original 
{even so much as to set the film in ‘33). The black and white stop-motion movie revolves around an 
expedition team capturing the title character off his home of Skull Island. Bringing the ape to New 
York proved chaotic in the original story as Kong breaks loose in the city, climbing the Empire State 
Building with Ann Darrow (Fay Wray) and having an all-out battle with attacking airplanes atop said 
building. The film sparked the big monster movie craze in Japan as Godzilla emerged soon after.

The two eventually battled in Japan in King Kong vs. Godzilla (1962) and in Kong Escapes 
(1967) the Japanese version of the beast battles a giant robot ape. In 1976 Dino De Laurentiis 
produced the first remake of the classic tale, this time starring Jeff Bridges and Jessica Lange. 
Minor tweaks were made to the script with the most major being that Kong ended the film atop 
the World Trade Center. 1986 was the last time Kong would grace the big screen. In King Kong 
Lives Kong is revealed to have survived the end of the 76 finale and another ape is located on 
Skull Island. The film was not a success and Kong has laid dormant now for nearly 20 years.

In the 
world where only sequels and 
remakes reign supreme in theaters, it 
is also rare that a new film comes 
along that is neither of the before 
mentioned options.

Somehow Lions Gate scored again though, as Saw II had a promising advertising campaign 
(which interestingly enough, was shot in the arm by the MPAAas Lions Gate did not submit the originai 
poster art, which featured two severed fingers, and in turn was forced to change their posters to a more 
vile close-up of said deceased digits). The puppet is back, along with the original Jigsaw killer. A direct 
sequel, mixing nods to the original film (whether it be mentioning events from the first, or showing you 
glimpses) as well as fast-paced editing which goes well standing next to the Carey Elwes/Danny Glover 
feature. Speaking of which. Lions Gate released (in conjunction with Saw ITs theatrical push) a special 
edition DVD of the original Saw. In special blood-pack packaging (which has to be seen in person) and 
free ticket for Saw II, the film is presented with a few extras not seen in the original disc release. A uncut 
presentation of the film (with minor additions, including a nice gore shot starring Shawnee Smith) is pre- 
sented as well as the original short film featuring creator Leigh Whannell stuck in the jaw-ripping device 
Shawnee made famous in the movie. Check out the film (now in theaters, soon on DVD) and the tag-line 
does not lie - There Will Be Blood!

Eli Roth jumped into the horror scene in 2002 with Cabin 
Fever deiivering a fun throw-back to the grisly, fun and r-rated 
films of the 80s. Instantly, along with names such as Rob Zombie 
and Lucky McKee, Eli became one of the more tatked-about 
names in horror, expected to bring great things for years to come. 
That next batch of great genre directors (ala Craven/Carpenter/ 
Hooper) we can count on to entertain us in those times of need. 
Since the release of Cabin Fever, Eli has produced the long- 
awaited (and still yet-to-be-released) sequel to 2000 Maniacs, 
wrote the horrific animation sequences for the 2004 MTV Movie 
Awards, and has been seen promoting the name of Takashi Miike 
to anyone who would listen. Not exactly lighting fires, but that all 
changes on January 13, as Eli’s directorial follow-up to Cabin 
Fever is released - Hostel.

The 
movie tells the story of two adventurous American college pals 
Paxton (Jay Hernandez) and Josh (Derek Richardson) who 
backpack through Europe with a new traveling friend Oli (Eythor 
Gudjonsson), whom they met along their travels. Paxton and 
Josh are eventually lured into a Slovakian town which promises 
to be filled with gorgeous, yet desperate Eastern European 
women. Easily enough, both friends are paired off with exotic 
beauties, however, they are quickly trapped in a sinister situation 
that is worst that their darkest and sickest nightmares.

Just before Halloween, Showtime began airing the first of thirteen 
new weekly hour-long movies written, directed and starring some of 
the greatest talents the genre has to offer. HorrorHound was on hand 
at a recent forum with the core group of filmmakers as they sat down 
to dish out news behind the. series, including how it all came together. 

As Mick Garris explained, the idea came together during a dinner 
he painstakingly assembled with what would eventually be dubbed 
The Masters of Horror. Genre veterans such as Carpenter, Landis and 
Coscarelli as well as new talent (Eli Roth, director of Cabin Fever) sat 
and discussed their careers at these invite-only events. Mick pitched 
the idea of doing an anthology to the group and it snow-balled from 
there. With Showtime airing the movies (allowing r-ratings with no 
commercial breaks) it seemed like a great opportunity for the horror 
community. Each director would be budgeted for a single episode of 
their creation. Original ideas, utilizing a classic story, whatever means 
possible, the creative freedom allows some of these innovators in th e 
genre to really cut loose. Of course, the biggest problem was finding 
out who would go first. 

Since the series inception the talent pool altered slightly with 
George Romero and Roger Corman originally announced as directors 
for the series (later replaced with Lucky McKee and John 
McNaughton). Gorman's tale was set to be filmed from a screenplay 
by Mick Garris, based on the Clive Barker short story Haeckel's Tale. 
Romero sadly was so into his production and promotion of Land of the 
Dead that a story was never revealed before he was replaced. 

Picking out stories to air on Showtime was mostly left to the direc- 
tors, as Mick pointed out. Stuart Gordon chose an H.P. Lovecraft tale 
while Tobe Hooper went for a story based on the short by Richard 
Matheson - Dance of the Dead. Dario Argento's Jennifer is based on

One who hitchhikes for his victims and one who cruises for hitchhiking vic- 
tims. Caught between these two death dealers is a 25 year-old woman who will be 
forced to choose between the two as a source of salvation. But which killer is the 
lesser of two evils? Larry Cohen is known for his work directing such classics as It's 
Alive and 0 - The Winged Serpent. "Serial killers have become American icons. 
Having two of the best collide allows me to unleash some extra terrifying and amus- 
ing moments" Cohen explained.

In the year 2000 James Wong introduced the world to a new type of horror - one relent- 
less and unflinching - and more importantly, one without an villain to hang the mantle of 
“horror icon” upon. Final Destination was one of the early achievements of horror for the 
new millennia, telling the story of Alex Browning (Devon Sawa) and his classmates as they 
find a way to cheat death a second time, following an escape from a chilling plane crash 
that took many of their friends and family members. The film was a hit and a sequel was 
greenlit. This time James Wong was out (with David Ellis taking over the helm). Carrying 
over the same style of scares, premonitions and “chase” scenes. Final Destination 2 
(2003) took a more graphic approach, in the vein of H.G. Lewis, with slightly more tongue- 
in-cheek comedy. Two years later and New Line Cinema has announced the third film to 
be developed for the title, but this time James Wong is back in the director’s chair.

Xploited Cinema is one of the top US based com- 
panies selling foreign DVDs as well as some of the 
most obscure US cult titles. We asked owner Tony 
Simonelli his thoughts on the importance of owning an 
all-region DVD player today: “The main reason is that 
there are just so many quality movies outside the US 
that many people don’t know are available. Without a 
region-free dvd player you would be locked out from 
being able to watch those films. People don’t realize 
that outside the US there are actual companies that 
release dvds. It’s almost an american shovenism that 
thinks that if it is out in the US it is the best quality dvd 


and most uncut. In fact though, starting way back in 
Japanese vhs and laser disc days, being able to get 
uncut versions of movies became somewhat of a 
game for people. They had to go to other countries to 
get those titles. In those days you could play them on 
VCRs and on the laserdisc players but, now because 
of the regional coding and a format, unless you have 
a region free dvd player you will be prohibited from 
watching those movies unless you buy bootlegs. Of 
course then, why spend $25 on a bootleg when you 
can buy the real thing for some times less, if you have 
a region-free dvd player."

Toys, bobble heads, lunchboxes and posters are usu- 
ally relegated to children’s playthings, items you would 
find in their bedroom. However, in the past ten years hor- 
ror movies (many R-Rated) have infiltrated the collecting 
world and have brought these children’s items to the 
bookshelves and computer desks of adults. Why do hor- 
ror movies transition so well as toys and why do people 
buy them? Has anyone tried to stop it? 

Dating back nearly 30 years, some of the first R-Rated 
merchandised toys graced store shelves only to be 
removed due to the outcry from parents of scared chil- 
dren nation-wide. Kenner’s 18” Alien figure was the first 
victim of this witch-hunt. Many of the Aliens produced 
were unfortunately destroyed due to their “intensely scary 
appearance.” An incredible likeness of H.R. Giger’s Alien, 
with protruding teeth, it is no surprise that this menacing 
toy was ahead of it’s time. In the world of collectibles, this 
piece has achieved cult-status due to the few surviving 
boxed and mint-loose figures. This piece has been known 
to go for as much as $250+ loose in good condition, 
whereas a packaged figure could fetch upwards of $500+ 
on the secondary market. 

Alien was not the only casualty of this early 
prejudice. Matchbox acquired the rights to A 
Nightmare on Elm St and began to release an 
onslaught of merchandise. Little did they know, many 
of these items would prove to be too intense for the 
age group intended. It’s a little ironic when you think 
about it: Why would a child want a toy of a child-murder- 
er? The talking Freddy dolls were pulled from shelves 
when store managers noticed a decline of sales in the 
aisle Freddy called home. Many kids were ready for 
Freddy, however, as everything from pajamas, yo-yos 
and water-guns were available from LJN. 

Years have passed and horror icons have become 
’’collectible figures”. Sections of stores are now dedicated 
to this fan-base, usually relegated to 16+ year-olds. In 
this time, films have also grown into something more. 
Studios want franchises to carry their sales and horror 
films have had to try harder to gain audiences - most 
noticeably as of late, by becoming more graphic. With all 


the original icons available in toy form, companies have 
had to broaden their catalogs with fresh meat. This year 
one of the most brutal flicks to grace cinema in the past 
20 years. Devil's Rejects, was met with a slew of prod- 
ucts. 

In 2004 after Director Rob Zombie decided not to con- 
tinue work with Stevenson Entertainment, the company 
that produced the original action figures for House of 
1000 Corpses, NECA seized the opportunity to snag the 
toy license for Zombie’s past and upcoming chillers. 
NECA immediately released their own action figures for 
Corpses, as well as a bobble-head and an 18" figure with 
sound-bytes, in 2005, in conjunction with the release of 
The Devil’s Rejects, NECA not only released a line of 
action figures based on the movie but a prop mask, mak- 
ing-of book (see page 42) and a series of t-shirts. 

It seems that manufactures are constantly pushing the 
envelope with merchandise and ideas, many of which 
may be controversial or unfit for youngsters who have 
access to view and purchase them. Randy Falk of NECA 
toys says that most of their merchandise is labeled for 
ages seventeen and above. "We have a great deal of 
freedom to begin with but there are always lines that you 
can’t or won’t cross." 

Even so, the question begs to be asked about the 
morality of marketing homor movies with children’s toys. 
When asked if NECA has met with any resistance from 
any parental groups or buyers due to the content of their 
toys Randy replied, “If we were trying to sell our products 
into the mass market or to children then yes, we would 
have a huge amount 
of resistance. We 
deal in the specialty 
market.” 

So why is there a 
market for toys of 
R-Rated Killers?

New Line Cinema recently aquired the 
rights to license out the original George 
Romero zombie flick - Dawn of the Dead.. 
NECA quickly picked up said. rights and 
has already unveiled their first action fig- 
ure based on the zombie version of 
Flyboy. A flanel-shirt zombie figure is also 
being planned. The new NECA designed 
t-shirt is shown below.

Bush, etc..." Randy said. “Basically there is an 
audience that likes the scary stuff, the edgy 'I 
can’t show Mom and Dad’ stuff." 

NECA has become famous in collector cir- 
cles with their extra attention to these R-Rated 
gems. The first figure Randy Falk was in charge of 
developing was the highly demanded 18” Jason 
Vooitiees {Friday the 13th Part 7). The follow-up act 
featured an entire line dedicated to the He//ra/serfilm 
series. Fans have petitioned for a Pinhead, but 
would have never expected an entire line of ceno- 
bites ranging from the main-players to the more 
obscure characters {such as Stitch, the Wire 
Twins and Surgeon). Since then NECA has 
produced figures for American Psycho, Texas 
Chainsaw Massacre, Phantasm, A Nightmare 
on Elm St, Halloween, etc., and there seems 
to be no sign of slowing down. The demand is 
definitely there, as long as companies are pres- 
ent to supply it. 

Who decides if it’s right or wrong? At what point is 
someone crossing the line? These are questions that 
will be raised whenever children’s toys are transitioned 
into horror fanatics’ collectibles. If restrictions were to 
be placed on such marketing tactics then it will be 
the fans, ultimately, that suffer. ^

Meet the Creeper 


CREEPER 

The Creeper, one of the newest icons to the horror genre, 
first invaded cinemas in 2000 with Victor Salva’s Jeepers 
Creepers. Since his inception, he has already been 
sequelized and immortalized in toy form (thanks to Majestic 
Studios). Today, one of the greatest gifts to HorrorHounds 
everywhere has been the creation of Now Playing - SOTA 
Toys’ B-movie toy line. SOTA has brought The Toxic 
Avenger, KillerKlowns an6American Werewolf in London to 
toy shelves and this winter the Creeper himself receives 
due-treatment as part of the line. SOTA already plans an 
18” version of the character, as well as resin releases 
(pending sales of the initial figure) and we thought - what a 
better time to catch up with the Creeper than at the cusp of 
his figural release? Jonathan Breck: 


JB: The make-up took from 5 hours to 8 hours at some 
points.

In the early years of McFarlane Toys’ Movie 
Maniacs toy line many characters from cult cin- 
ema have been given toy treatment, such as' 
Snake Plisken, Candyman. Ash, Wishmaster 
and The Thing monsters. The introduction of 
higher-selling characters from Terminator, Alien 
and Predator heavy assortments have led to a 
revolt of sorts, as other toy companies have set- 
out to release those smaller gems that 
McFarlane seemingly is ignoring. NECAand 
SOTA toys are on the frontlines, in just a couple 
years time giving genre fans some of the most 
wanted lines and characters including 
Hellraiser, Toxic Avenger, Tall Man, Jeepers 
Creeper, Patrick Bateman and Darkman, Even 
more figures are on schedule for release in the 
future (inciuding characters from Land of the 
Dead. Bubba Ho-Tep, Leprechaun and Dawn of 
the Dead). This has made fans rabid as any 
possible character in the horror world can 
seemingly appear as an action figure. However, 
this is not always true. 

HorrorHound spoke with Jerry Macaluso 
from SOTA toys about some of the toys that will 
never be produced (including one that he was 
under contract to bring us) and the reasons we 
will not see them. "Anything Tom Cruise. John 
Travolta, Brad Pitf Jerry listed. "They won't 
approve... and it's not a money issue. Travolta 
only approved the Ladder 49 firefighter figure 
Plan B made because he wanted to help pro- 
mote that film." Hannibal Lector and Regan 
from Exorcist are others that remain unattain- 
able for various reasons. Anything with Arnold 
Schwarzeneggar’s likeness will not be author- 
ized while he is in office. “Those are the big 
ones.” 

Up until a few weeks before the San Diego 
Comic-Con SOTA had planned on including a 
figure based on Cecile De France’s character 
from the foreign film High Tension. “High 
Tension ran into a problem in that Lions Gate 
only owns US rights. That means we would not 
be able to distribute the figures anywhere but 
the USA. The market in the US for the figures is 
not large enough to warrant the cost. We could 
go to the french owners but that becomes 
expensive as well. If the film had caught on it 
would have been worth it. Maybe another toy 
company feels it is worth it.”

Known only for his tireless work this nameless artist is finally ready to 
reveal himself to the collectible world. Introducing Jean St. Jean! 
Responsible for many works of art by way of action figures, statues, 
garage kits and various accessories, he has long lingered qui- 
etly behind the scenes. You most likely have some of his 
incredibly detailed work in your office or in one of your home 
displays. Ready to launch his new company and studio from 
his home base in New Jersey he has taken some time out of 
his busy schedule to talk to HorrorHound about his past, 
present and future work in the ever growing world of col- 
lectibles. 


JSJ: The first project I ever did from start to finish was the Creature from 
the Black Lagoon from Hasbro at a studio I worked for when I first start- 
ed sculpting. I had been sculpting for about three years and Hasbro just 
got Universal Monsters and we were predominantly a doll studio and 
we had received all the heads to that line (or at least a couple of 
them). We did the Invisible Man, Lon Chaney Jr. and then the 
Creature came in and my boss gave me that job cause she just 
wasn't into doing monsters. So that ended up being my 
first job, which was cool 
because he has always been 
my favorite Universal Monster. 


HorrorHound: Early next year people will begin 
seeing his name associated with NECA, Diamond 
Select and DC Direct products. Jean thanks for 
taking some time to talk to us about your career. 
Starting things off with the beginnings, when did 
you start sculpting and how old were you? 


Jean St. Jean: I started sculpting when I was 
about 26 or 27. Before that I dabbled in drawing. I 
was working on a comic book with one of my 
friends but really didn’t hit my stride till I started 
sculpting. 


HH: What was your first beginning to end pro- 
fessional project? 


HH: You worked for McFarlane Toys for 
some time and became their head sculp- 
tor. How long did you work there? 


JSJ: I started working there after I left the doll place. 
After five years at the doll place I worked with them as a 
freelancer. I did the Medusa from Curse of Spawn after they 
hired me full time, i worked for them a little over six years. 
After the first two years they put me in charge of the sculpt- 
ing department and they started expanding. 

HH: You did a lot of work when you were at McFarlane Toys. 
Give us some examples of some of your work that fans will rec- 
ognize you for. 

JSJ: The very first figure I did in house was the first Ozzy figure

JSJ: Kinda hard to pin down what 
i would say is my absolute favorite. 

An American Werewolf in London is one that I really 
love, and the first Howling. I like werewolf 
movies quite a bit. 1 really liked Dog 
Soldiers.

HH: Name one job that you truly 
enjoyed working on.

JSJ: Yeah, there is very little time during the day that I 
don’t sculpt. Now that 1 am on my own I have done some 
commission work of super hero things. I have a concept 
story that 1 have been working on for a few years now 
'here I am writing a musical and also 
designing all the maquettes for some 
possible media thing. 


HH: What is your favorite horror 
film? 


they put out. The interesting thing about it is they started a fig- 
ure that Sharon Osbourne would not approve. Eventually I 
figured on my own that since we weren't getting 
approval from her or Todd, what they probably 
wanted was something extreme like what they did 
with the first KISS line. 1 figured, even though I 
am a Ozzy fan, and this is not necessarily the 
way I would take it, I know they are looking 
for Super Ozzy so I jacked him out and did 
some crazy stuff with the cape and then 
Sharon approved it and Todd dug it. After 
that they wanted more music stuff, so I sug- 
gested Alice Cooper and that was coo! 
because they had no axe to grind on it. So I picked out 
the accessories and I designed the costume based on 
what he wore on stage. I eventually did the Darkness 
from Legend, Edward Scissorhands, Lucidique from 
Tortured Souls, KISS Alive Gene and even Major 
Maxim from Danger Girl. I worked on the Nitro Riders, 
Samurai Spawn and later I did Sara Connor from 
Terminator. Original I thought it would be cool to have 
three heads as accessories in the same package but 
they ended up splitting them up into different packages 
which sorta bugged me but the marketing kinda made 
sense. I also did Redemption Spawn and the bat wing 
repaint. In the last couple years 1 worked there I was most- 
ly doing art direction and came to a point where 1 was stag- 
nate and I had to move on. 


HH: Do you sculpt in your spare time for your own collec- 
tion?

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years. When he finally did, I was working there and got a chance to actu- 
ally do it. That was one of the coolest things. 


HH: What other monsters have you worked on over the years? 


JSJ: ! have done a few, like I did Nosferatu as a model kit for Dark 
Carnival, Other than that I kinda got pigeon 
over the years into doing realism because a lot of 
people struggle with those things, so people able to 
do it end up with those jobs, One of the frustrating 
things when I worked for McFarlane was that all the 
cool monster jobs would go to other people 
because the main guys were stuck with all the drap- 
ery. The biggest change for me working on my own 
is I kinda pick and choose the projects that 
come though. I try to pick realistic work and 
also some comic book and monster 
work. So I am not sculpting a series 
of the same type of figures. At 
the last job it felt like that 
movie Groundhog Day 
where everyday you got 
up and did the same thing the exact 
same way. That is how my last two 
years at McFarlane felt. 


HH: Do you think we will 
ever run out of Horror 
Characters to transform 
into collectibles? 

JSJ: i don’t think so, 
especially lately since there 
is such a huge return back to a 
lot of companies releasing movies 
all year long also with people redoing 
asian horror. I think there will always be 
characters. The more important question is whether 
companies can create enough market to continue going. 
What they choose is very important. I see all the new hor- 
ror movies and about 30% of it would make for a good fig- 
ure. Sometimes they become peg warmers which really 
surprise me because they might end up being my favorite 
characters. 


HH: Which films would you like to see translated into col- 
lectibles? 


JSJ: The biggest thing I would like to see happen is a real 
heavy duty Asian horror line. I hear NECA is doing the 
Ring. I would like to see the Grudge, with the wife creeping 
down the stairs and the little kid and cat. Also the TV host- 
ess from Battle Royale would be cool. The girl from audition 
in her leather outfit, the bag with the dude in it and a bowl of 
puke. From Stacy, the main zombie and three slayers. I think 
the time is right for it. Whether it is a good idea depends on 
if NECA's Ring works out. 


HH: Is there anything you wanted to say to fans or 
aspiring sculptors?

JSJ: The biggest thing that fans 
can do is support the art work 
that companies are putting 
out. Buy the figures and 
get on the message 
boards. Bug the crap out 
of the companies about 
what figures you want. 
Money talks and if 
companies make a lot 
of money on a certain 
type of line it dictates 
the products that will 
come out next. Fans 
asked for years for 
the Ash figure. 
Robocop was one 
too. They happened 
because of fans. 
Candyman was one of 
the best Maniacs done, 
but he was a peg warmer. 
You can’t predict those situa- 
tions. I came into the industry 
without any degree. My back- 
ground is music. I have always dab- 
bled in art and I came into this I just 
had a knack for it and worked really 
hard. That is key. Work harder than any- 
one else and you will probably end up 
being just as good as anyone in the indus- 
try, if not better.

Thanks to the inception of teen-slasher films, the idea of 
regular genre actors has been a rare commodity. The 
Jeffrey Combs. Bill Moseley and Bruce Campbells are a 
rare breed. It is exciting when one of these respected actors 
goes beyond the celluloid to give fans something extra, 
from allowing their likeness for action figures to producing a 
product all their own. Their extra-efforts are always appre- 
ciated. Such is the case of this month’s focus, “The Great" 
Lance Henriksen (Pumpkinhead, NearDa/k), as he unveils 
his new series of Alien vs. Predator collectible porcelain 
tiles, each having been hand - made by Lance, himself. 
These high-end pieces are being made available by 
Sideshow Collectibles. This past month HorrorHound had 
the chance to sit down with Lance to discuss his new ven- 
ture. We managed to squeeze some information out of him 
on his next film while we geeked out on some of his past 
gems. 

HorrorHound: Thanks for taking the time to sit with us. To 
start off fast, can you tell us what you have been up to? 

Lance Henriksen: I’m doing a movie called Bone Dry with 
Luke Goss. Luke and I are starring together. It's an incredi- 
ble vengeance movie. This hit man killed my family two 
years before. I start taking this guy out into the desert; I'm 
herding him north. I’m herding him to where he buried us; 
he shot me in the head too. I survived, but my family didn’t. 
So I’m torturing him all the way through the desert. It’s a ter- 
rific thriller. 

HH: Sounds great. So you’re taking time out of that film to 
discuss your new collectible venture with Sideshow? How 
important is it for you for fans to be able to buy pieces of the 
films, so to speak? 

LH: I think the whole collectibles thing is all about artifacts. 
I’m definitely trying to make my tiles as if the Aliens or the 
Predators actually existed. Here you have artifacts of that 
culture or the concept. I think the reason collectibles are 
prevalent, 


they all go in different directions, it’s like that miracle that 
never really happened. 

It’s gone forever and everybody just wants to keep it going 
and own a piece of it, not just the film but what happened in 
that place. 1 know that as an actor when I walk away from 
Sigourney Weaver or Terry O’Quinn, all these people who 
were so intimate, you look to those experiences that aren’t 
really happening, but we are doing them. We long for them. 
I remember great things about some of the adventures I’ve 
had making films, and I’ll never forget them. So I think that’s 
what some of this is about. When you dig even deeper you 
find that right now King Tut is touring the country. He is an 
artifact that was dug up. We are obsessive collectors of arti- 
facts, because the bottom line is we are all going to die 
someday. You live in a lot of denial about it in order to live. 
It’s a natural thing, but while we are here were try to collect. 

HH: How did the idea of making these tiles for the fans 
come about? 

LH: It was really accidental. Alec Gillis and Tom Woodruff 
were friends of mine. We did Pumpkinhead together; we did 
Aliens together; we did Terminator together and we did 
Alien vs. Predator together. These are the Special Effects 
guys. They did all the monsters and did all this work with 
Stan Winston. They have always been friends of mine 
because we spend so many hours together working. I’ve 
been making pottery since the ‘60s, but 1 never connected 
movies to it. I didn't want to bridge that gap because what I 
needed when I finish a movie is labor, something real. I 
have kids. I have a real life. So I want to get out there and 
work. Suddenly when we were out in Prague making AVP I 





HH: OK, the must-ask question for all HorrorHound, what is 
your favorite horror film? 

LH: The original Thing. I still love it. It was overlapping dia- 
logue on this wonderfully simple story. When I was a kid I 
watched that movie and, I swear to god, I could hardly walk 
home I was so scarred. It convinced me. 

HH: What if your favorite Lance Henriksen starring horror 
movie? 

LH: I have done so many that I have a group of them ttiat I 
love. 1 loved Near Dark because me, Billy Paxton and Janet 
worked together again. 

HH: I am glad to hear. Near Dark is one of our all-time 
favorites. 

LH: I’ve been trying to talk Katherine Bigalow into doing a pre- 
quel to that movie so you can see them all, how they met and 
what happened. You wanted to know more about those guys. 

I went to Chartoff and Winkler at one time and I said, “What 
do you want for the rights to do a prequel?” They said, “Let me 
ask you a question. Why wouid anyone want to see a prequel 
to this? These are evil people. They are horrible people.' I 
said “Yeah, but the way they care about each other is what 
makes us want to see them. It's not trying to say these are 
great people. These are creatures. They came from some- 
where. They were people, but now they are something else." 
He said, “Ok you can have the rights," and he was going to 
give them to me. He said, “When you get the movie made just 
give me my producer’s fee." I said, “OK!" Then I went to Jim 
Cameron, who was married to Karen at the time, i told him 
that Chartoff/Winkler said 1 could have the rights. He said, 
“Lance, let it go, cause Karen... It's still her baby. She's still 
thinking about it." So I did. I just surrendered. But it's ok. 
Everything has its own schedule. Billy and I talk all the time 
about what we would do. It hasn't died for either one of us. So 
it could happen. 

HH: Do you think you would endorse a Near Dark collectible 
toy line? 

LH: Oh yeah! I'd love that. I’d love to see the whole group 
made. 

HH: Did you know you were receiving toy treatment, ironical- 
ly from Sideshow, for your role on Millenium? 

LH: I was shocked. It's really an X-Flles figure, which really is 
wild to me. By the time I did X-Files, Chris Carter called me 
and said, “Lance, this is closure for Millenium." So I said, 
“Really? Ok." So I get the script in and I say, “What does zom- 
bies on the X-Files have to do with closure on Millenium?" 


Lance Henriksen 


was standing on the set by myself one day, they were huge 
sets, gigantic, and I said “You know what? I want to make 
tiles" It just hit me like a ton of bricks. I went back to the states 
and went and saw Tom and Alec and I said, “1 have a dream 
and this is what 1 want to do." Whenever special effects artists 
are out of work while making a film 1 want to now have them 
come to my studio and were going to start making tiles. Alec 
told me about Sideshow and I went and had a meeting with 
them and told them of my idea. I already started, regardless if 
they were going to do it or not. I had already begun, and they 
wanted to handle it exclusively. I never wanted to make pot- 
tery for money, ever. In the early days before 1 was an actor, I 
use to make pottery and it was very hard work and very little 
money. I swore I would never throw 500 goblets again, and 
I've made a lot of money at acting. So whether I sell them or 
not, it never really mattered to me anymore, I just wanted to 
do it. This thing is really growing. What’s happening is now 
I’ve asked for the rights to Millenium and they’ve given it to 
me. So I’m going to start making Millenium tiles as well. 
They’re pretty phenomenal. The first seven are going to be the 
seven deadly sins. 1 have no end of ideas so I’m just going to 
start doing them. 


HH: Is it safe to say we could see other films make it into your 
tiles one day. such as Terminator and Pumpkinhead? 


HH: So you have enough 
free time to produce as 
tiles as you want? 


LH: Not as much as I like. 
I'm getting scripts now 
where 1 go “Nah... I'm 
going to stay home now 
and make tiles," but 
there are certain movies 
you can't turn down. The 
one I'm doing right now I’m 
doing it because I absolutely 
love the script. It’s the guy’s first 
film. He has been making commer- 
cials his whole career. He wrote the 
script and Luke and I got in there and 
personalized it, now the whole thing 
has taken off. It’s adventure. That's 
what I’m in it for. 


LH: Absolutely I’m going to. The other thing I’m 
doing now, besides doing those. I’ve got this 
idea for... I love graffiti; I just don’t like what 
it’s made out of and where it is. So now I’ll be 
making graffiti tiles, which are going to be 
really great. I’ve got some wonderful graffiti 
artists working on some 
designs for me. Nothing 
has been done like this. I 
like authenticity, and I know 
so much about ceramics that 
be able to make authen- 
tic things.

Blood Feasf was released in 1963 and introduced the public 
to the original gore film. For the first time audiences would 
experience in full-blood color the severing of limbs, gouging of 
eyes and buckets upon buckets of blood. This was intensely 
shocking for a more innocent ‘60s generation of moviegoers. 
This, mixed with Lewis’ already infamous nudie-sexploitation 
style of filmmaking made for a big hit. Starring Connie Mason, 
Playboy’s June 1963 Playmate, as the heroine. Each film to 
follow would somehow seem more twisted and i 
shocking than their predecessor. I 

Two Thousand Maniacs was released in 1964 
with even more sinister scenes of human dissec- 
tion. Connie Mason returned to reprise her role as 
the heroine. This film showcased a very innova- 
tive style of blood letting as well as other scenes 
of graphic torment. 

Color Me Blood Red is the third and final splatter 
film released in Lewis's partnership with friend and 
producer David F. Friedman. The Godfather then 
took a break from gore filmmaking for a short time. 

In 1967, Gordon made his return with, of all 
things, a Dracuia style story titled A Taste of Blood, 
followed by one of his most twisted movies, The 
Gruesome Twosome. This entry truly marked Lewis’ return to 




Original novelizations of the popular Lewis films. 
Amazing Film Scores of Herschell Gordon Lewis in 1984 on 
Vinyl. Epic Publishing released novelizations of Two Thousand 
Maniacs and Blood Feast in 1988. Later, in 
1991, Malibu Graphics, Inc. produced The 
Complete and Uncensored Script to 
America's First Splatter Movie, Blood Feast. 
Eternity comics released the Blood Feast 
comics that ran two issues, with an alternate 
gore cover for number one. Aircel took on 
Two Thousand Maniacs with a three-issue 
comic series. Other items have been 
released over the years but remain some- 
what illusive. 

The Godfather is making a come back in 
the new millennium with his already- 
released and long anticipated sequel to 
Blood Feast, Blood Feast 2: All You Can 
Eat. 2001 Maniacs is directed by Tim 
Sullivan (in his writing/director debut) and produced by Raw 
Nerve's Eli Roth, Scott Spiegel (Intruder) and Boaz Yakin. 
The film stars Lin Shaye (Dead End), and Robert Englund 
with cameos by John Landis, David F. Friedman and Johnny 
Legend. The film is a loose remake of the original Two 
Thousand Maniacs. Lions Gate will be releasing it to DVD in 
early 2006. 

A one-up-man-ship in film making has been ongoing ever 
since the inception of the gore film. Eighties foreign films like 
Cannibal Holocaust and Make Them Die Slowly! have what 
it takes to both shock and disgust you. The Japanese Guinea 
P/gfilm series, re-released recently by Unearthed Films, also 
contains intense gore and shock value. So shocking at times 
that directors have found themselves trying to convince 
authorities that they were not in fact real snuff films. Many of

these kinds of video nasties found themselves banned in var- 
ious foreign countries. Aii of Herscheii Gordon Lewis’s fiims 
were banned in the UK. The seai of a true cult classic film. 

Many new directore showcase their own style of realistic gore 
and try to further this brand of shock cinema. Fiims like Peter 
Jackson's Dead Alive and Final Destination 2 are some exam- 
ples that Lewis' film style is alive and well. The Godfather of 
Gore changed filmmaking forever with his innovation in the 
macabre and it's ripples are still felt to this day. ^

Similar to Halloween's Michael Myers “The Shape” mask created from a Don Post Star Trek Captain Kirk mask 
of William Shatner from 1975, the Kidnapper mask shares an interesting history due to its original creation as a 
famous comic book villain. It started out as a Batman Jack Nicholson Joker mask sculpted by Justin Mabry of 
Nightowl Productions for his own personal collection. Long time friend Chris Russell was given the mask to put 
own twisted spin on it. By adding black hair, a receding hair line with long sideburns, cutting out the teeth and 
adding some running clown make-up and blood the infamous mask was bom. When asked what to call the mask 
Justin replied that it reminded him of a sleazy guy who drives around kidnapping kids, and the name just stuck. All 
the mask needs is a hit horror film... or does it? While a movie studio did make an inquiry no deal was made. 

The Kidnapper was released into the latex mask scene five years ago by Chris Russell's TwistedToyBox.net. 
Only 1 3 masks were originally produced and were quickly snatched up. The mask re-emerged by popular demand 
as the Kidnapper 2. It has since received cult status in the custom mask community from custom mask makers 
and general mask collectors alike. Over a hundred masks have sold everywhere from Europe, Asia and Germany 
to the UK and Canada. It is still currently available through www.twistedtoybox.net along with other incredible cus- 
tom mask creations shown along the bottom of this page.

An interview with Ed 

For those of you who have been hiding under a rock for 
the past 25 years, allow me to introduce to you Ed 
Edmunds, founder, owner, and operator of Distortions 
Unlimited- Growing up in the ‘80s it was impossible picking 
up a Fangoria without seeing three or four full page ads of 
his original, disgustingly wonderful latex masks. ..and I'm 
sure I wasn’t the only kid who wished he 
had a bigger allowance so I could buy 
even just one of them. As a matter of fact, 
it wasn’t long after dying to own those 
gnjesome masks that I learned to make 
them myself. Mr. Edmunds has taken time 
out of his horrifically hectic schedule to 
answer some questions for Monsters and 
Madmen. There have been many inter- 
views with Ed in the past about his begin- 
nings and how he got where he is today. 

However, none have ever been about Ed 
Edmunds the sculptor, the painter.. .the 
artist. 

Justin Mabry: Hello Ed, thank you for tak- 
ing the time to discuss your art with us. 

What was the inspiration behind your 
sculpting style? 

Ed Edmunds; I would have to say the 
original Outer Limits and Planet of the 
Apes. Plus when I was young I wanted to be an alien. So I 
suppose I was a little obsessive about it all. 

JM; Who are some of your favorite sculptors, and who 
inspired you to go into mask making? 

EE; John Chambers was my favorite for many reasons, 
especially his work on The Sixth Finger episode of the 
Outer Limits, Wah Chang from the Projects Unlimited, Rick 
Baker, Dick Smith, Giger. There are many current people I 
respect like Gino, Jordu, it’s a long list but the early guys 
put the itch in my brain. I would have to say that Don Post 
Studios was my inspiration to go into mask making, and the 
encouragement from Jim Lawrence at Morris Costumes. I 
don’t think to this day there is a sculpt that I do that I don't 
wonder what Jim will think of it. 

JM: Did you have any formal training in sculpture before 
learning to make masks? 

EE: I did have formal training in college but it was pretty 
worthless. 1 did appreciate Don McFarlen letting me sculpt 
masks for drawing credit though. 

JM: What is your sculpting clay of choice?

EE: W.E.D. This stands for What Would Ed Do without it. I 
love the stuff, primarily for the speed. 

JM; What is your favorite cement for mold making? Pottery 
plaster? Ultra Cal, etc? Why? 


EE: We stick to USG #1 pottery, it always works. When a 
mold is big or critical we go to plastic or fiberglass. 

JM: I have heard rumors of you using square molds, is that 
true? If so, why square? 

EE: We no longer do this 
because we have had to move 
most mask production out of 
the studio. Where do you here 
this kind of detail? Scary! We 
had a series of boxes welded 
up with hinges, taped the foam 
master to the bottom, folded up 
the sides and poured in the 
plaster. This had many advan- 
tages. For one, we had 100 
foot long tables with troughs 
that we dumped the latex in 
that flowed back Into the tanks. 

Square molds allowed us to 
easily flip the molds onto the 
troughs and flip them up 
straight for filling, also they 
were much easier to stack and 
palletize. 


JM; What Is your method for pouring latex, dwelling, etc.? 
Do you pour latex from a bucket, use a pump or slip cast? 

EE: We used special pumps, the big ones can pump ten- 
nis ballsl We used to use buckets, that was 
tough duty. 

JM: Your masks always have great personal- 
ity to them. You seem to capture the essence 
of each character without having to detail 
each pore. Was it important to you that cer- 
tain attributes showed through more than oth- 
ers? 

EE: I love vertical and semi-vertical lines. I 
found you could take a smiling mask and 
completely change personality with one verti- 
cal line between the eyebrows. Personality is 
vital to me. Giger's Alien is probably my sec- 
ond favorite mask of all time, but like the 
Beatles Peppers album, it changed the music 
of other musicians not always for the best. 
We entered the world of the bug, reptile 
sculpting, which I don't like as much as 
human based monsters. 

JM; Did you draw out each character on paper? 

EE: Most of the time I work from drawings, i had a few free 
form crash and bums like Cranum 13.

JM: How long after you planned out a charac- 
ter did it take to have a finished mask and 
master copy? 

EE: in the early days with oil base clay, a 
sculpt would take several days Now I'm 
depressed if i can't finish in 4-6 hours. 

JM; Did you sculpt most or all of the characters 
the early days of Distortions? 

EE: Yes, I sculpted everything but the masks 
from movie molds. 


JM: I read somewhere that you worked out of an 
apartment in Uie early days. Is that true? If so, how did 
you deal with all the plaster and paint dust? When painting, 
how did you base coat the masks in an apartment setting?

to Edmunds and his friend Jack Torrance 
EE: Yes. it’s true. I was livmg in a two bedroom apartment, 
I took one of the rooms and completely covered it with plas- 
tic and made a wood stand so I could paint 4 masks at a 
time. Wow! 

JM: Are there any favorite masks of yours from the past? 

EE: Krem. Neutron Alien, Letcher... I’d have to look at old 
catalogs to think of more. 

JM: Would you share some tips on paint? What kind of 
paint did you use? Did you make your own or use pre- 
made? 

EE: We make our own. You can’t believe how hard it was 
in the early days to figure out how to paint a mask without 
it cracking. Here is ftie top secret distortions paint formula: 
1 gallon of latex house paint, one gallon of latex, Vtwo gal- 
lon of water. There it is. I’m out of business. 

JM: What is your approach when painting a character? 

EE: I walk toward It. 

JM: One thing that stands out on your masks is the eyes. 
How do you paint them? Do you use a stamp for details on 
some? What is your technique? What do you use for the 
final gloss on the eyes and mouth? 

EE: We used to stamp eyes. Now we paint the black first, 


really, then a smaller circle of color. Then 
we cut the last inch off a cheap paint- 
brush, the plastic part, dip the wrong 
end of the paint brush in the paint and 
poke the pupil on. That's it! Now I'm 
really out of business! Five-minute 
epoxy, aghhh, for gloss. I'm ruined! 

JM: You have had some awesome gory 
characters throughout the years. Any 
tips for creating blood? 


EE; There's no stopping you! Blood; 1 
gallon Red paint, Vtwo to one gallon red 
food color, 1 gallon of latex. 


JM: I noticed many of the ads in Fangoria used to be under 
different names. For instance, I remember seeing 
Nightmares, Flesh and 
Blood, etc, as well as the 
Distortions name used. Were 
these references to different 
collections? If not, what was 
the reason for the different 
names you used? 

EE: Flesh and blood was 
something the Buffalo 
Brothers Ad Agency came up 
with. It was OK but not inclu- 
sive enough. They would 
have changed our name if 
they had their way. 
Nightmares was just some- 
thing a layout guy put on 
some of the ads. 


JM: Did you design the ads 
yourself, or did you hire a designer to photograph your 
masks and create all your advertisements? 

EE: We have always worked closely with our layout guys, 
the more talented they are the less we have to do. 

JM: It's great to see you go 
back to the roots of masks 
making with Resurrection 
line sculpted by the fellow 
Distortions fan and 
Hollywood FX artist, Jordu 
Schell. Can you talk a little 
about that and how it came 
to be? 

EE; I think that Michael 
Langlois [one of only a few 
mask makers in the ‘80s 
made the arrangement for 
Jordue to contact us. 

Jordue just sculpted 
Creeton and sent it to us. 

We loved it! We had talked 
about re-issuing/re-sculpt- 
ing some of the old origi- 
nals and Jordue came out 
of the blue and wanted to 
do just that! Jordue’s work 
on the line is fantastic. He 
was very easy to work with. 


He is coming out to teach us how to replicate the paint jobs 
on the Resurrection Collection, and we are going to make 
a video while he is out reminiscing about the old days, i fig- 
ure if Jordue and I each buy one we’ll sell three. 

JM: Wha"s next for Distortions Unlimited, any new projects 
in the works? 

EE: We’ve got crazy stuff planned for the future. Maybe a 
T-Rex in a crate. I’m writing a book on evolution. We’re 
talking about a wilder than Brutal Planet attraction. Who 
knows. Just follow the trail of blood. 

JM: What Is you favorite Horror film? 

EE: The original Exorcist - because it was based on sever- 
al actual cases and it was way out there when it opened in 
1973. 

JM: What is your favorite kinds of mask to make monsters, 
zombies, Aliens etc.? 

EE: Aliens • because there are no limitations. 

JM: Do fans of Distortion Unlimited still contact you trying 
to track down old original mask for their collections? Which 
one is the most popular. 

EE:Yes, there is no most popular it seems to depend on 
what they wanted or had when foey were younger. 

JM: I would like to thank you for taking the time to answer 
these questions today. I appreciate you sharing your exten- 
sive knowledge of mask-making with us, so that we may 
learn more about the craft. You remain one of my primary 
inspirations, and I’m sure many other mask-makers feel the 
same. Thanks again, and I’m looking forward to seeing 
what you come up with next! ^

The Passing Of The King Of Cult 


Welcome HorrorHounds to the first installment of GoreHound. Each 
issue will feature this segment that is dedicated to hardcore gore film 
fans. We will do our best to help expose new and old movies that are sure 
to shock and repulse, While each of us fans has our own threshold. We 
will make every effort to help find those films that make you turn from the 
screen in dismay and delight. Like a bad traffic accident gore films just 
beg to be seen. So allow us to take the wheel each issue and steer you 
into the on coming traffic that is the world of gore films. 

While he may not be considered a bona fide horror movie director by 
any means, Teruo Ishii has done allot of gory movies over his long career 
as a film maker. Ishii virtually unknown by America audiences and pre- 
dating other Japanese directors who have just begun to gain popularity 
here in the west in the last few years. It was Ishii's vision and outra- 
geousness that helped pave the way for film makers like Takashi Miike 
who has become a staple in modem cult cinema, Even Quentin Tarintino 



has been influenced by Teruo Ishii's over the top film exploits. This direc- 
tor has dabbled to some degree in nearly every genre action, drama, hor- 
ror, exploitation etc. With a reputation largely over looked due to the lack 
of his films availability here in the West. Let's take a look back at his lus- 
trous career in cinema. 

Teruo Ishii established his place first in 1957 with his directorial debut 
Ring No Oja: Eiko No Sekai aka King of the Ring a boxing film for Shin 
Toho studios. In the late fifties he directed a on again off again sci-fi film 
series titled Super Giant (aka US title Starman) and some detective films. 
Through the sixties he directed Yakuza-Eiga crime noir movies. He 
received great success with his long running b&w Abashiri Bangaichi 
{The Man From Abashin Jail) film series that showcased the acting tal- 
ents of Ken Takakura. He also worked with Sonny Chiba (Japan's answer 
to Bruce Lee) when he directed a string of martial arts films in the sev- 


enties, including The Street Fighter's Last Revenge from Chiba's best 
known film series, in the late sixties Teruo Ishii begin to write and direct 
his Erotic-Grotesque Joy of Torture film Series, These historical Japanese 



Edo-era splatter films are what he is best known for by gore fans. Titles 
include: Shogun's Joy Of Torture aka Punishment of the Tokogawa 
Women (1968), inferno of Torture aka Hell's Tattooers ('68) and Shogun's 
Sadism aka Oxen Split Torturing ('69) which he directed under the name 
Yuji Makiguchi, These period films produced by Toei and set during the 
Tokugawa dynasty depicts various forms of sadist torture and gruesome 
execution. Considering these films were not done in the heyday of gore 
they appear to be very polished. They also give the impression that a 
great deal of money and time was spent producing them. Each film 
breaks down into a series of short stories with some narratives. The gore 
factor is at times over the top showcasing the most cruel and sadistic 
inhuman torment and Inventive forms of eradication. This mixed with lots 
of nudity, s&m erotic themes and perversion sums up the content of these 
films. During this time period of historical splatter films an anthology style 
film was also released titled Yakuza's Law: Lynching! This film demon- 



strates ancient to modern (1960s) procedures the Yakuza implemented 
in dealing with crime within its own ranks. Bloody sword fights, shoot-outs 
and scenes of torture ensue in this gangster gorefest. The biggest differ-

ence between this and the Joy of Torture film series is the absence of female victims. Also 
released in 1 969 was a horror style film titled the Horror Of The Deformed Man (English 
Title) an Island of Dr. Moreau type story inspired by many novels and short stories writ- 
ten by Edogawa Ranpo (Japanese anagram for Edgar Alan Poe), This film has never 
been released on vhs or dvd due to its disturbed theme. In 1973 he released Porno Jidai- 
Geki: Bohachi Bushido aka Porno Period Drama: Bohachi Code Of Honor a wandering 
swordsman-for-hire film written by Lone Wolf & Cub creator Kazuo Koike. This film 
marked the end of a long running list of his euro-guro style films, in the seventies Ishii 
then directed motorcycle gang films dubbed The Delinquent Detonation! series featuring 
real bikers in many of the roles. Titles included Detonation! Violent Tribe (1975), 
Bakuhatsu! Boso yugi aka Detonation! Violent Games (1976; An action Drama with a 
West Side Story plot and nudie shots and biker punks a plenty) and Detonation! Season 
of Violence (76). Then Boryoku Senshi aka Violent Warriors was released in 1979 
inspired by Walter Hill's The Warriors. During filming of some these biker films conflicts 
and real fights broke out between the bikers. 

In 1979 to 1991 the director took a break from film due to lack of proposed work over 
this period. He then returned on the scene with a few films like The Hit Man (which was 
released straight to video), Screwed and Master of the Gensenkan Inn an Edogawa 
Ranpo tale. Then in 1999 he directed and wrote Japanese Hell a remake of Jigoku 
inspired by a work called "Ojo Yoshu", written by a monk. The story tells of the many 
forms of never ending torments that awaits sinners in hell. The shooting of this film took 
place during the long drawn out trail of Shoko Asahara, the guru of the Aum sect who in 
1 995 organized the sarin nerve gas attack in Tokyo subway system. Eight years later the 
cult leader was sentenced to the death penalty along with other Aum members.One of 
the stories in Ishii's version of "Jigoku" portrays Asahara Shoku's hell. The film presents 
a fantastic surreal gore-fest with sadistic tortures carried out by horrific looking demons. 
His last film titled Blind Beast Vs. The Dwarf aka Blind Beast vs. Killer Dwarf another 
story by Edogawa Ranpo was a horror film released in 2001. Billed as the most erotic 
and bizarre film! This movie stars so many Japanese film greats they can not all be list- 
ed. Here is but a few Tetsuro Tamba who has stared in nearly two hundred films, Shinya 
Tsukamoto cult film director/ writer/ actor of the Snake Of June, Tetsuo, Tetsuo 2: Body 
Hammer and Dead Or Alive 2: Birds by Takashi Miike, Kenpachiro Satsuma who 
appeared in many Godzilla films and many actors from Japanese Hell reappear in this 
film as does Shion Sono writer director of Suicide Club aka Suicide Circle. The film is the 
culmination of director Teruo Ishii’s efforts in his long history of film making. Currently this 
movie is unavailable on dvd in the United States. Teruo Ishii passed away on Friday 
August 12, 2005 of Lung Cancer. He truly has earned his moniker as The KING OF 
CULT. Long live the king. ^

At this point, I don't even know what day it is. 
I've been in here for far too long. I’m starving, 
dehydrated, and I'm not proud of the amazing 
stench I have developed. I’m trying to remember 
when I got here, but that wouldn’t even really help 
me. I had no service on my cell-phone at all in 
here, and my battery died the 3rd day in. 
Unfortunately, I never wear vimsl watches. I always 
thought they made me look like a dork. Actually, 
that doesn't even matter. I can’t see my wrists, or 
anything else for that matter, because my hands 
are both tied together behind my back and I am 
laying face down. 

I have a good news/bad news situation. The 
bad news is that dehydration and starvation are 
starting to cause some major side effects. The 
good news is that since I haven’t been able to eat 
or drink for quite some time now, I don’t think I’ll be 
pissing or shitting myself anymore, or at least I 
hope not. Whatever it is that I’m in is cushioned. It 
makes It less uncomfortable, I guess, but the main 
problem for me is that I’ve been face down in my 
piss since the 2nd day of this entrapment. A moist 
cushion takes an exceedingly long time to dry. 
Then again, in this situation each second seems 
like a lifetime. 

Somehow, I’m surprised I've maintained my 
composure. 1 was screaming for someone to get 
me out of here for a while. After quite a bit of it, I 
gave up. I make the occasional yelp here and 
there, but I kind of can’t really do it that much since 
a lot of the skin In my throat tore up pretty bad from 
yelling. When you can barely even produce 
enough spit to lick your lips, screaming is not fun. 
I do believe an infection has started, by the way. 
Even above my soiled underwear, and the stench 
of urine from days past, I can still smell my vicious 
rotting breath, which i doubt is just caused by a 
stomach ready to digest itself. 

Now, something unexpected has just entered 
the situation. How is it that I'm overly nauseous 
now when 1 haven’t had a thing to eat in days? 
What could possibly come out? Well the answer 
comes painfully. I feel like I’m pushing out a sand 
brick from my throat with dry heave after dry 
heave. This must be some cruel onset from dehy- 
dration, and as if things couldn't get any worse 


now it seems the heaves aren’t as dry. The 
strongest coppery taste comes up my throat, but 
the sensation feels more like I'm letting out 
napalm. Oddly enough, I tasted no bile. I'm guess- 
ing blood is all that’s left in my body. The lining in 
my stomach must have all but dried up. How much 
more do I have to go through? 

Is someone ever going to let me out of what- 
ever this thing is? From how far I can wiggle to the 
left or the right in it. and feel the rest of the sur- 
rounding quilted padding, I don’t think this is much 
larger than 6 or 7 feet long and about 3 or 4 feet 
wide. Of course, the very first thing that comes to 
mind is a coffin. See, I reftjse to accept that I am 
currently in a coffin, with my hands tied behind my 
back. I mean, sure, at this point I can't really 
remember exactly what happened before I got 
here, or how I got here. That still doesn’t mean that 
I can really believe that this is taking place. And 
aren’t I just taking this a bit too easily, or am I just 
resigned to the thought of my own demise at this 
point? 

Shouldn’t people be looking for me? Where 
are my friends right now? How about my family, or 
even simply my fucking boss and co-workers? 
Aren't they curious as to where I am? I don’t even 
know where the hell I am, so they have to be won- 
dering. Now, if the people I care about wouldn’t 
want me to be in this situation, that means some- 
one else must. Now my thoughts are getting 
somewhere. I mean. I've been so worried about 
getting out of here that I’ve just been concentrat- 
ing on the fact that I’m here and I want to get out. 
I haven't even thought for a second of why I am 
here. However, why I’m here is not as important to 
me as who would have done this. 

I think I just heard something move outside! I’m 
almost one hundred percent positive something is 
moving out there. It’s getting louder now, and more 
frequent. Something is hitting or brushing up 
against this container. Wait a second, nothing is 
hitting this box. I’m moving. I'm in transit. 
Someone is bringing me somewhere now, after all 
this time, to do something to me. It can’t be any- 
thing good. Why do they want to move me? Maybe 


someone found my makeshift cell and doesn’t 
even know what’s inside. The copper taste comes 
back as I scream my head off. I scream so hard 
that I’m seeing stare. That's the first light, real or 
not, that I’ve seen in a while. No one responds to 
my screaming, just as every time before. 

Where are they taking me and what are they 
going to do to me once I get there? How are they 
taking me there in the first place? Are they carry- 
ing me, or am I in the back of a van? Am I on a 
boat or a forklift now? I haven’t felt any bumps. Is 
there a reason for that, or would I even notice 
them in this... this ftiing ftiat I can’t even name. 
What the hell am I in? What is this? Well, I'm con- 
vinced that this can’t be ending on a good note, so 
even if this box is a large carton of eggs, it's still 
going to wind up being my coffin. I cough again, 
and another fist sized portion of my throat is agi- 
tated with the salty flavor of my own blood. 

Why can't I remember what happened to me? 
How did 1 get here? What is the last thing I can 
remember? I have these flashes of some things 
that I can see in my thoughts, but they are so ran- 
dom, they don’t really make any sense. I see the 
image of a little girl, bloody and dying. I see a cou- 
ple walking down ftie uptown district of our city, 
and I’m coming up to them from behind. 1 see a 
flash of the woods. I see a fist clenched so tight 
that its nails are starting to cut into its own skin. I 
have no idea what any of these things have to do 
with each other, but what do they have to do with 
me? Should I even worry about how I got here? I 
think I’m honestly more temfied of where I am 
going. I doubt they are just taking me shopping or 
out to dinner. Maybe they are cannibals and I am 
their dinner! Fuck that, this is the real worid and 
outlandish shit like that doesn’t really happen. I'd 
be more afraid of them being a bunch of hillbillies 
telling me how pretty my mouth is and trying to 
have their way with me. 

We stopped! The movement has stopped, and 
i think I can faintly hear some footsteps around. 
Now I’m moving again, but it feels like this box is 
being dragged. I hear the sound of some chains 
now, and some weird clicks and bangs. Not too 
loud, just like the sounds of doors closing. I'm so 
weak. I can’t do anything. I've never been so help- 
less in my life. Maybe that’s how everyone feels 
right before they are going to die? If not, that’s at 
least how I feel. I’m going to die tonight, if it is in 
fact night. I figure if it wasn’t, however, that some 
light would manage to creep into this box some- 
how. There is a large bump and they stop. 

I hear the sounds of grass and leaves being 
stepped on. Now at least I know we are outdoors. 
I try to move and struggle, but I have nothing in 
me. I don’t think I could steal candy from a baby at 
this point. Man, candy sounds like such a blessing 
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at this point. Hell, in this state I’d probably eat the 
candy and the baby. That’s one hell of a thought. 
If I somehow manage to make it out of this ordeal 
alive, I'm definitely keeping that one to myself. 
Anyhow, the dragging begins again, and I hear 
more footsteps. It sounds like a fairly large group 
of people out there. What do they want with me? 
What have I done to them? Why are they doing 
this to me, whatever this is? Well, 1 guess I’ll be 
finding out very shortly. After so long, I don’t think 
they would be just changing my scenery for the 
hell of it. 

Something nearly makes me shit my pants for 
the 3rd time, as it hits this box really hard. I try to 
listen for anything else, and what I hear now is ter- 
rifying. They are laughing. Different laughs, all sur- 
rounding me, all at different intensities. This is 
some sick fucking game to them. They enjoy this. 
The banging now starts up again, but this time it's 
all over. It’s so incredibly loud it feels like the blood 
that already seems to come from every orifice in 
my body is going to start pouring out of my ears. 
The crunch of wood breaking is heard, as well as 
the squeal of nails being pulled out. They are 
going to finish what they have started. They are 
opening my box. I can’t really see what's going on 
too well, as my eyes have pretty much forgotten 
what anything but pitch black surroundings were, 
but I can feel the air around me change. 
Everything is so loud. 1 swear I can hear the 
insects rustling in the grass outside. I can small 
the sweet air that I’ve never noticed before, but I 
also smell them. I smell all of them. 

They are laughing still. Poking and prodding at 
me with God knows what, they pick me up from 
the carton and throw me on the ground. I hear 
them laughing and I wish I could just make them 
stop. One of them gets closer to me, and kicks me 
in the stomach. I just about pass out at that point. 
I have nothing in me. Not a single drop of strength 
is in me, and I wish 1 would just die so they can't 
get their satisfaction with whatever sick plans they 
have for me. One of them leans in close again and 
this time they cut my wrist restraints. I’ve been 


stuck in this position so long it hurts like hell to try 
to move my arms. One of them now flashes a light 
in my face, and I'm not even sure how I know that. 

I can see some bright grey fog that pierces my 
eyes, but now some things are starting to come in 
to sight. Holy shit, these guys are all wearing cam- 
ouflage. ! can't believe it. They are hillbllliesl 

One of them starts talking. Surprisingly, he has 
no drawl or accent from another place out west or 
south from here. He has no regional dialect that I 
can tell. He starts saying something about how 
turnabout is fair play. He says he can’t wait to see 
me run like those that I have chased. Another one 
pipes in and says that keeping me in the box for a 
month was too long, that I’m too weak to be of any 
interest to them. A month? How the fuck was I in 
for that long? How can any one person survive 
without anything for a month? How did they expect 
me to survive? Something is really strange here. 
Things aren’t still visually complete, but I notice a 
large circle of light above their heads. As soon as 
friat happens, I somehow feel a little bit better. This 
is so strange. 

The leader pulls out a gun. A shotgun is point- 
ed at my head and he tells me to run. I can’t. I 
couldn’t run if they tied meat around my neck and 
sent pit-bulls after me. but somehow I manage to 
start to almost stand. I don’t taste the blood any- 
more and my throat stops hurting. Maybe it's just 
me being out in the fresh air getting some oxygen 
in my system? I have no idea what does it, but I 
manage to belt out a “Who the fuck are you?” at 
these yahoos. As soon as they start telling me, 1 
start regretting that I even asked. 

They are hunters. They aren’t after deer. I 
thought maybe they were sick thrill seekers out 
hunting humans after they prepare them for it, but 
what challenge would an emaciated and sickly 
person like me be to a pack of about 10 hunters in 
full gear. They even had night vision goggles, so I 
doubt I was really a big concern to them. That's 
when all of this starts to make sense. Now I can 
smell, hear, taste, and see everything around me. 
I stand fully straight up, without a single feeling of 


pain. The feeling of starvation now subsides, and 
instead is hunger. I feel that I could eat an entire 
ranch of horses, let alone one. They all cock their 
guns as they point them at me and they tell me 
again to run. You see, there is a reason they kept 
me in that box for a full month. That was the last 
time the full moon that is up in the sky right now 
was out. It’s funny how you find some things out in 
life. I look at the moon and I smile. I had no idea. 
How long have I been like this? I turn my back to 
the hunters. 

I slowly start walking towards the woods. I 
smell the pine and oak trees ahead, and I feel a 
breeze pass through my hair and hit the back of 
my neck.

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Each issue of HorrorHound we will 
take a moment to celebrate one of the 
greatest genre films to ever grace the 
big screen. These are the films that 
stick with us, whether original black and 
white or silent films to the more current 
scare flicks that instantly grabbed ahold 
of us, without a doubt leaving a stain in 
our subconscious - a true great. We 
usually know when we see such a film. 

The walk out of the theater, imagining 
to ourselves that impatient goal of how, 
when and where we will next give- 
freely our 2 hours to the director, 
actors, editors, etc. that worked so 
hard, and got it right. Each issue we will 
focus on a single film that has done so, 
as they are inducted into the 
HorrorHound Hail of Fame. Later we 
want fans to help vote via online polls 
for what films they feel deserve to 
make this ongoing list. 

For this first issue we feel it only fit- 
ting to give praise to the original 
HorrorHound - Lon Chaney Jr. as The 
Wolf Man. While not the first film to deal 
with the werewolf mythology {the 1913 
film entitled simply The Werewolf) dealt 
with the native American mythos sur- 
rounding the title character while 
Universal Pictures released Werewolf 
of London in 1935. It wasn't until 1941 
however, that Lon Chaney Jr. was 
given the role of a life-time that instant- 
ly made him a horror icon. 

The Wolf Man, which also starred Claude Rains (who himself had 
become famous in the Universal film The Invisible Man) and Bela Lugosi 
(Dracula), deals with Larry Talbot 
(Chaney Jr.) being bitten during a 
full moon by a wolf. This of course 
places a heavy burden on Talbot 
who is trying to deal with the knowl- 
edge that his life is no longer what 
it use to be, and that every full 
moon means he will change, and 
possibly kill someone that he 
loves. The plot is still being used 
today, whether it be a straight-up 
horror film dealing with the lycan- 
thrope mythos or in other more 
conventional ways (the story 
set-up has lend itself nicely to 
other forms of entertainment 

1 including a certain comic book 
tale revolving around a tom 
Bruce Banner who lives day by

day dealing with a sleeping Hulk with- 
in). With as many films that get it wrong 
very few get it right (An American 
Werewolf in London, Ginger Snaps... 
but we may celebrate those gems at a 
later date). The Wolf Man may very well 
be the best effort of Universal Studios 
monster classics, it was so good that 
the Wolf Man character was never 
played by another actor outside of Lon 
Chaney Jr. himself. The film works on a 
different level from the other Universal 
horror films due to its monster's lack of 
emotion. Sure, Larry Talbot doesn't 
want to be a werewolf, but when he 
changes into the creature, he has no 
emotion to contend with. This gives 
viewers a more terrifying creature - 
unconflicted with moral dilemmas, driv- 
en only by instinct. Frankenstein’s mon- 
ster was misunderstood, the Phantom 
of the Opera and Dracula were in 
search of companionship, the Mummy 
wanted revenge - the Wolf Man just 
wanted dinner. The movie also includ- 
ed one of the first on-screen transfor- 
mation scenes which captivated view- 
ers, ushering in a new era of cinema 
magic (movie-makers for years to 
come would invent new techniques to 
transform characters into horrifying 
beasts). Even today with the use of 
CGI, new brands of effects are con- 
stantly being implemented in film 
(some effectively, some not so much). 
With all the make-up and effects created in The Wolf Man, it was still Lon 
Chaney Jr. that brought the creature to life, and is why he is still remem- 
bered today as one of the greatest movie actors/monsters of all time.
